Trying C«r»mcny. 


Association with royalty may be 


gratifying to the spirit, but it is 
often uncomfortable to the body. 
A description of the ceremony 
which F. Harrison Smith had to go 
through when he received a royal 
honor from King John, predecessor 
of the late King Menelik, is told in 
"Through Abyssinia" and sounds 
most uninviting. The author was 
an envoy from Queen Victoria: 


"In a very hot tent were arranged 


all the insignia about to be be- 
stowed on JDC. Having taken off my 
uniform coat, I thrust my legs, nl- 
ready clothed in a pair of field boots 
and velvet cord riding, breeches, 
into a pair of capacious pantaloons 
of French siik. embroidered-in gold 
and lined with red. A silk shirt, 
also embroidered ttj)3 lined, was put 
on and confined at the waist with a 
silk sash. Then came the fihutna 
and ovur this a fur tape of lion's 
mane. By this time it was difficult 
to move or brtalhc. 


"My discomfort \VE» ijy.-rcm'd 1. 


having a silver <:>!t ;inrJh.'t fin-'tpnc 
on my right forearm. On Hut loft 
was hung a rhinoceros hide shield 
covered with dark blue silk orna- 
mented with silver-gilt, while into 
my almost powoHce-8 hands were 
thrust 
two 
inconveniently long 


spears. A gold ornament, the badge 
of the Order of Solomon, was hung 
on my neck. 


"I had to lead a gayly trapped 


horse to the door of the king's hut 
and bow to his majesty the king 
of Zion. Thin I accomplished to the 
admiration of the spectators. Trans- 
ferring my horee to rny groom and 
my shield and spear to my servant. 
I returned to shake hands with the 
king. 


"By this time I was in a profuse 


perspiration, which was not re- 
markable, as I had on two nearly 
complete suits of elplhes, besides a 
lion's ffcin suriont. I omitted t« 
mention my sword, which was rig- 
idly strapped to my waist on the 
right side and which made sitting 
down difficult. I5ut I triumphed 
over all these difficulties, 


"When the ceremony was over I 


received many compliments. My in- 
terpreter told me that all the spe> 
tators declared I was made to wear 
such a costume. They always say 
that. It produces dollars some- 
tunes. 
/ 


"It was not easy to mount my 


horse in such fearful and wonderful 
attire. But I managed it, and • I 
rode off with a ligbt heart and a 
splitting headache, and when I 
reached my abode I speedily 
ed myeelf of iny splendor."
